ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


Largest Sum Ever Appropriated for Town Expenses. Plans 
Shown for New Municipal Buildings as War Memorial. 
No Sunday Movies. Goes to License Column 


The outstanding features of last 
Monday’s town meeting were the pass- 
ing of resolutions upon the death of the 
late Harry M. Eames, who had for 
thirteen years, been chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen, the appropriation 
of $348,365, the largest amount in’ the 
history of the town, the report of the 
committee on the War > Memorial, 
the memorial to take the form of hand- 
some municipal buildings, the easy 
defeat of the movement for Sunday 
movies, and the vote in favor of license, 
548 to 486. 

The contest for town officers re- 
sulted in the election of Walter S. 
Donald as Selectman and assessor 
for three years over George A. Christie, 


by a margin of 92 votes, and the election 
of Frederick EK. Cheever as a member 
of the school board with a margin of 

79 over his nearest competitor, Mrs. 
Ella S. Morrill.” Dr. Alfred E: Stearns 
and Dr. Edward C. Conry were re- 
elected as members of the school com- 
mittee. 

The total vote polled was 1209, 
which closely approximated last year’s 
high water mark of 1236. Of the 
1209 voters, 
were women. 


1167 were men and 42 


The Meeting 

The meeting opened for discussion 
of the warrant at 2.10 p.m., with 
Moderator A. L.. Ripley, presiding. 

Upon opening the meeting Mr. 
Ripley spoke as follows relative to the 
chair left vacant by the death of Select- 
man Eames:

We 
can ill spare him; we need more like 
him. If this meeting sees fit to com- 


memorate in its record the public ser- 
vice of the late Harry M. Eames, it 
seems to me the fitting moment.” 

Upon motion of Hon. John N. Cole, 
the following resolution was adopted 
by a rising vote: 


WHEREAS the Divine Ruler 
has in his wisdom called from earth- 
ly service one to whom had been 
entrusted large responsibilities in 
the affairs of Andover, the citizens 
of the town assembled in annyat~ 
meeting desire to unite in express- 
ing their appreciation of the high 
character and the long and honor- 
able public service of the late Harry 
Millet Eames. 

Under the guidance of Mr. Eames 
as Selectman for thirteen years, 
the finances of the town have been 
skillfully: directed, and the agencies 
for carrying on logal government 
have been chosen with care and 
superior judgment. As a represen- 
tative in the General Court he ever 
exemplified by word and vote the 
purpose of his town and the desires 
of his constituency to promote the 
best ideals of Massachusetts. 

As a citizen he was a true friend, 
a kindly neighbor, and an unfailing 
exemplar of the sort of sturdy New 
England manhood that for three 
centuries has been molding the 
destinies of the United States. 

RESOLVED. That the town of 
Andover has suffered a serious loss 
by the death of one who, through a 
broad love for his town, through a 
high conception of the purpose of 
public service, through a deep 
loyalty to public duty, had lifted 
office holding to a high standard and 
made, public service a contributor 
to a better community. 

RESOLVED.” ‘That’ the osvm-= 
pathy of this gathering be extended 
to the widow of Mr. Eames and his 
near relatives, and that a copy of 
this minute be spread upon the 
town records.

Farm Wages Highest Known 


At no time have the wage rates of 
farm labor been as high in this country as 
they were in 1919, certainly not since 
1865, when the first investigation of 
this subject was made by the Bureau of 
Crop Estimates, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. Averages for 
the United States are in mind, and not 
local rates. For labor hired by the 
month with board, the average rate 
was $39.82 and among the geographic 
divisions the average was as low as 


$30.51 in the South Atlantic and as 
high as $62.96 in the Western, including 
the Mountain and Pacific States. 
Without board, the average for the 


United States was $56.29, and the 
lowest was $41.03 in the South Atlan- 
tic States and the highest, $87.12 in the 
Western. Extras, such as firewood 
milk, ete., are not included. 


Harvest: wages per day with board 
reached the top figure of $1.48 in the 
North Central States west of the Mis- 
sissippi River and the lowest figure of 
$2.28 in the South Atlantic, and the 
United States average was $3.15. With 
out board, the United States average of 
$3.83 was most execeded by $5.33 in the 
former States, while the latter States 
he had the lowest average, $2.82.

assured that in five years, if the board 
maintained“the same horse sense and 
follows the same policy which it has 
followed in the last five years, in five 
years it will be self-supporting. Suppose 
you tax me twice as much for my water, 
you simply add to your tax rate. The 
men who own houses are the men who 
pay the water rates. The honorable 
gentleman has said, let us put more 
taxes on men who use water and less tax 
on those who do not use it. On the same 
principle, let us put more tax on the men 
who use the schools.” 

Charles W. Clark: “I may say that I 
am somewhat in sympathy with the 
gentleman who has last spoken. I 
question somewhat if it is to the wisdom 
of the citizens of the town to advance to 
its citizens who use water the cost to 
them one cent. Personally, I recollect 
years ago when the water system was 
first started, when it was first brought to 
the attention of our citizens, it came 
before us simply with an idea of fire 
insurance, at first for the protection of 
the property in the center of the town 
and it has gradually grown from that 
time to this time under its present pro- 
portions. lollowing the introduction of 
the town water, we were blessed with 
other facilities, and the question came 
before us in open town meeting that the 
outskirts were being taxed for the bene- 
fit of the few. What followed? Why, 
simply the valuation of the property was 
increased in the center of the town, and 
the outlying section remained the same. 
Just now there is a probability that 
there is going to be more of a call for 
pure water than we have ever had dur- 


| portion. 


ing the past few years. It seems Lo me 
that this whole question should be sub- 
mitted to a committee for further con- 
sideration, and a report made to the 
town at a special meeting or at a meet- 
ing a year hence. I question if many 
communities of a similar size to the 
town of Andover ask their citizens more 
for the use of the water than we do in 
the town of Andover. I am not ashamed 
to say that I don’t desire to see the 
system self-supporting, strange as it 
may seem. We have a pure body of 
water, we are blessed with it, let us 
enjoy it. Let us, if we can, give it to our 
citizens free of cost.” 

Mr. Rogers: “I think myself this is a 
good deal ado about nothing. We have 
figured out this water question, and some 
think the average loss is $6000 a year. 
Now if this--was a private company. in- 
stead of a public corporation, they would 
charge the town for every hydrant and 
every fountain, and not less than $25 or 
$30 foreach hydrant. The Board of Pub- 
lic Works water department, if it was to 
charge the town would make itself a 
paying corporation at once. There is no 
reason at all for raising the taxes. This 
year we will get $4000 from Lawrence. 
Furthermore, we are putting in more 
and more meters each year and we are 
getting better results. I think we had 
better leave the rates alone. That is my 
judgment.” 

Moderator: “I want a motion. The 
motion made originally had an amend- 
ment which shifted between Mr. Bald- 
win and Mr. Cole, and was finally agreed 
to by both of them, that the rates should 
be increased so that each water-taker 
should find his meter bill increased 25 
per cent.” 

Mr. Cole: “I suppose I have less to 
if you vote against my proposition than 
anybody in the room. Certainly I 
cannot enter into an academic dis- 
cussion of this proposition, for it would 
take too long and I am afraid it would 
be profitless; but in regard to the use of 
the road by the gentleman from Iligh- 
land road, I have a notion that the 
grocer still stops at his house, and other 
tradesmen make use of the road to ac- 
commodate him. IHlowever, if he is not 
satisfied with my view of this matter, he 
and I had better discuss it amongst 


ourselves. The real thing is set before 
us here. Don’t overlook the fact that

Now it seems to me that there is no 
question but that we ought to give this 
consideration, and I am going to change 
that motion if I may, and suggest this— 
That the Board of Public Works be 
instructed to consider carefully the 
question of rates, and to revise and put 
into effect at the earliest possible date 
such schedule of rates as shall make the 
water service self-supporting. If we are 
to discuss this entirely from the stand- 
point of logic, it can carry us into all 
sorts of devious ways. We have got to 
get this system where it will stand 
on a parity with other similar towns, 
and it must be self-supporting. Most 
of the cities and towns in the Common- 
wealth are. Our costs ‘are increasing 
and our income is not increasing in pro- 
I have no interest other than 
to keep the rates down, but the right 
business proposition for this town is 
to meet the situation in some such way 
as I have suggested. ” 

Geo. C. Foster: ‘I would like toknow 
how much the water costs and how much 
they get for it. One-third of it goes to 
the sewers, and we have two sewerage 
pumps in this town that are run by 
water. Now if the sewer department 
paid for the water they used in their 
pumps I think the dejyartment would be 
self-sustaining. I move that a com- 
mittee look into this whole thing and 
see where the difficulty is. I would like 
to ask the chairman how much water it 
takes to run these pumps.”

Mr. Baldwin: ‘We charged off for 
depreciation at the rate of two percent | 
per vear, and for thirty-one years we | 
charged off $160,845.50.” | 

Moderator: ‘That would be a little 
over $5000 a year on that basis.” 


Mr. Baldwin: “I would like to call | 
your attention to our report of last 
year in which we advocated no_ in- 
That was due to the fact that | 
in the loss of about $6000 a year, we 
figured the cost of new hydrants and 
fountains, ete., which probably cost 
the town that much; but we are face | 
to face with a very different situ- 
ation this year. Our costs have 
mounted to almost double, and they are | 
sure to be increased from year to year. | 
For instanée, the engines at the pump- 
ing station have now been in operation 
for thirty-one years, and they are fast | 
wearing out. There are many pieces | 
that have got-to be replaced, and we 
are liable to have our expenses this year 
at least $12,000 more. It is really the 
time when we should increase the rates. 
I believe that we are face to face with 
the same condition that existed in 1900, 
when as I said, the rales were increased 
25 percent. I am not sure whether the 
motion carries with it the instructions to 
the Board to revise the rates, but if it 
does I am satisfied.” 

Mr. Cole: ‘It does.” 

Moderator: ‘‘Mr. Cole's second 
motion withdraws his first one, and I 
understand Mr. Baldwin consents to 
that, and an amendment.” (Motion of | 
Mr. Cole read). 

Mr. Frost: ‘‘I think ordinarily one 
is not allowed to speak twice on the 
same motion,‘but I wish to claim just a 
moment. At the first town meeting I 
attended, this matter came up, and I 
think there is a vote on record to the 
effect that the Board of Public Works 
can extend the water just so far as it 
sees fit. I think that if the honorable 
gentleman will look into the history of 
the Board he will see that whatever 
reason exists why our present water 
rates do not make the department self- 
supporting is because year by year we 
are laying out money for new. con- 
struction. This year you will notice 
$2000. That is the reason, and the 
honorable gentleman himself will not 
deny it when I say that his ambition 
was to extend the water to every family 
in town. That is a noble ambition, and 
I wish it could be done, but you can’t 
expect the department to be self- 
supporting while you are doing it. And 
were it not for the fact that the present 
Board, not acting upon the present 
policy of the town, absolutely refuses to 
carry out that grand, optimistic idea, 
we should today be further in debt than 
we are. In five years, if we let this 
Board alone under its present manage- 
ment, it will be self-supporting.” 

Mr. Clark: “I can’t see quite yet 
why, even if we follow out this method, 
in ten or fifteen years from now we 
won’t be practically in the same position 
again. In regard to depreciation, why 
shouldn’t we put aside this year $5000 
to meet that obligation, practically 
the same as a sinking fund, to meet the | 
requirement of the replenishing of the 
pieces that have got to be taken care of | 
in a few years. Perhaps I do not quite 
understand it.” 

Mr. Dodge: ‘Unfortunately for my- 
self, I was not at the town meeting a 
year ago. Two years ago a motion was 
passed instructing the Board of Public 
Works to bring to the town meeting in- 
formation as to what it costs to supply | 

water to Lawrence, and to. tell us| 
whether we were making a profit or a) 
loss out of pumping the water to Law- | 
rence. I would like to ask the Board of | 
Public Works, through you, if they have 
that information.” 


Mr. Baldwin: “That was covered very | 
fully in the report of last year. It is | 
shown on pages & and 9 of last year’s | 
report.” | 

Mr. Dodge: “May I ask another 
question? Are they making a profit on 
the water we are selling Lawrence, or a 
Joss?”’ 

Mr. Baldwin: “We feel that we are | 
making a profit, although in this busi- | 
ness it is difficult to know just exactly | 
how the profits are arrived at. 1 might 
say that we are charging Lawrence today 
on the basis of 11 cents per 100 cubic 
feet, which figures out about 18.6 cents 
per 1000 gallons. That is quite vn in- 
crease over the old rate which was for- 
merly charged Lawrence, of 7 cents per | 
1000 gallons. ‘Therefore, we feel that we 


are making a profit on this.’ | 


Mr. Rogers: ‘We are charging the 
city of Lawrence 18.6 cents for a thou- 
sand gallons, and it costs 10.6 cents.” 

Mr. Dodge: “Then the Board of 
Public Works think we are making a 
profit on the water we are selling Law- 
rence, because the income pays the wages | 
or working expenses. It seemsto me 
that the town business can be run on} 
business principles. just as well as any 
other business in which any of us are en- | 
gaged. There is not a man in this room 
who can continue spending 10°, more 
than his income in the hope that in five | 
years from now his house will be self- 
sustaining; and | don't believe that the 
waterworks can be conducted on that | 
basis. It should come somewhere near | 
not only paying wages and cost of main- | 
tenance, but the new construction, and | 
your sinking fund. and your retirement | 
of water bonds | believe that a com- 
mittee should co into this very thorough- 
ly, and I think the motion covers it.

I hope the voters 
will appreciate that to make this a 
separate department is to depart from 
the present policy and go back to a 
policy that we forsook several years ago. 
I think the time has come for such con- 
solidation of departments as shall make 
a single collector, and not further 
separate departments. The right policy 
is to consolidate, and save expense in 
operation of all the departments. Our 
costs are getting tobe serious, and every 
separate department adds to them. I 
hope that Mr. French didn’t mean a 
separate department in that way. Of 
course, if it simsply comes out of one 
pocket into the’ other pocket, it is 
simply a matter of bookkeeping. You 
are just fooling yourselves in the amount 
of income you get, but it is a kind of 
fooling that a lot of towns enjoy doing, 
and perhaps we would like it.” 

Mr. French: ‘I think Mr. Cole some- 
what misunderstood me.

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A MEMORABLE MEETING 


Phe heavy demands on the Townsman’s columns this week, to publish the 
verbatim report of the town meeting, make it difficult to find space for extended 
editorial comment. We cannot refrain, however, from giving brief consideration 
to a few of last. Monday's sidelights As au whole, the meeting was a wonderful 
affair with a higher order of discussion and a better preparation of the main issues 
that were considered, than we have’noted for many years. 

There were a few unfortunate incidents, due entirely to the manner in which 
the causes of these incidents came before the meeting. In the first: place, the 
ciuzen had become attuned to the policy of preliminary consideration being 
given to matters demanding discussion, and when the two or three things that 
were directly celated to Shawsheen Village tumbled. in upon the voters, with 
nobody to tell whether they were front-end-to or right-side-up, 1b was pretty easy 
for them to get badly scrambled in the discussion. That did not, however, fora 
moment Justify the spirit that seemed to control the voters for afew brief minutes 
in considering the matters, and it was good to see them come back to a proper 
realization of the importance and value to the Lown of Andover of the work going 
on at Shawsheen Village. : 

Phe writer has never found the attitude of Andover very different whether 
it was dealing with the problems ot fhe cottager or the problems of the mansion 
oocupant, and let us hope that there ‘witPnever be any change in this attitude. We 
have reason to be very proud of such men as Mr. Wood, who has grown into one 
of the great big places in the life of the world, as a business man and as a far-seeing 
constructive force. Andover is mighty fortunate that he is applying some of his 
talents to a section of this tow, and providing in the work going on in Shawsheen 
Village, employment for a lot of peoplé, and creating homes for many others. It 


is the kind of work that takes courage and vision at a time like this, and we don’t} 


believe that at any time when Mr. Wood wants the co-operation of the people of 
Andover there ts going to be the least question about his getting tt, the only requis- 
ite being that they shall know what he wants, and that he shall let them know it 
as intelligently and well thought out as he lets the business life of the country 
know the purposes and products of the American Woolen Company, 

The big objective for Andover to consider from this time on is the War 
Memorial, away bevond the ideas of most people, and involving many difficult 
situations. Let no one think, however, that it is impossible. Instead of that, it ts 
a genuine probability, if Andover men and women get behind it as they are capable 
of doing.

Snow Cost Half a Million 

The following statement was issued 
Tuesday by the Public Trustees of the 
Eastern Massachusetts Street Railway 
company: 

Snow, rain, ice, high winds, sudden 
thaws and freeze-ups in January and 
February cost the Bay State system 
at least half a million dollars. 

Night and day, against discouraging 
odds, snow workers employed by the 
Eastern Massachusetts street) railway 
struggled to Keep lines open, and in 
every city in the entire system, even 
when blizzards were raging at their 
fiercest, cars were kept in’ operation 
on most of the local routes. 

When the majority of other street 
railways and steam roads were com- 
pletely tied up, the Bay State, through 
the splendid co-operation of its men, 
managed to keep hundreds of cars go- 
ing in different parts of the system. 

Labor alone during these trying days 
and nights cost nearly $250,000, This 
sum was paid exclusively for the re- 
moval of snow and ice from the tracks. 
The payroll for this work is now con- 
tinuing at the rate of about $5000 daily, 

In every district many cars have be- 
come disabled and have been sen® to 
the repair shops for new equipment. 

The burden thrown -upon» the Bay 
State system by motor trucks and other 
vehicles running upon the rails, which 


our employes had cleared, was not only 


expensive but a distinct menace 
public safety and convenience. 

On the interurban lines, just as soon 
as service was re-established it) was 
interrupted again and again by trucks 
which stalled on the tracks and tied up 
our snow plows and cars, thus dis- 
commoding thousands of people whom 
we would otherwise have been able to 
serve. 

Throughout the heavy strain put upon 
our resources the great) majority. of 
the car riders on the Bay State lines 


have shown a disposition to appreciate | at their grange hall.

power to keep the wheels running, and 
we thank them for their kind gonstder- 
ation.

The honorable gentleman who 
has presented this plan to us must be“a 
man of large vision, and there is no 


doubt about that, for he seems to be 


thinking in terms of millions of dollars. 
He is evidently used to dealing in these 
large amounts, and I thank the Lord 
he is smart enough to do it, but 1t must 
seem very much like a vest-pocket 
matter to come here and listen to our 
budget. He has not told us how much 
this thing is going to cost, but judging 
by the single house and plumbing bill I 
have been figuring on, | should say this 
would be somewhere in the neighbor- 
hood of about $2,000,000. We don’t 
owe but $309,000 now. I am reminded 
of an incident which recently occurred 
when a woman came to me who lives in 
the most meagre condition, perhaps, of 
anyone in this town, and showed me 
plans of a house. Her husband is gett ing 
twenty dollars a week and she thought 
she could pay for the house in about 
twelve years. [am a poor man, but I 
told her if she would go home and be 
content until spring and put off work 
on these plans I would give her $25, and 
I think I know where I can get $25 more 
and perhaps enough to build her a little 
bit of a room on her house. She had a 
$50 coat on and she said, ‘I don’t know 
when I will get it paid for; it is costing 
a dollar a week.’ Andover wouldi't 
know itself, it absolutely would regard 
itself as a stranger, if it were ever to get 
out of debt. There is not a town in 
Massachusetts that knows enough to 
get out of debt. Last year we paid 
$49,000 on the debt, $18,000 in interest 
money, $67,000 in one year. T may be 
wrong, if so let somebody come and dis- 
pute me, but for every dollar that we 
paid on our debt we have paid 52 cents 
in interest money. If vou calt that the 
right way to run the town of Andover, I 
don’t. You have no idea what a facility 
what a propensity, the town of Andover 
and every other town has for running in 
debt. I believe Andover is rich enough 
to put that thing through, I believe it 
with all my soul, but I was waiting to 
see whether he wanted to charge that 
back to the poor farmers. IT think he 
said no, but anyway, T want them to 
go around to the men who are buying 
hundreds of thousands of dollars’ worth 
of Liberty Bonds in order not to pay tax, 
Let them take this plan around to the 
rich men and let them do the subserib- 
ing. 


Professor Forbes: ‘‘I wish to say a 
few words in behalf of the plan as pre- 
sented. It seems to me that the atti- 
tude of the last speaker, while disposed 
to entertain us all by admitting the ack- 
nowledged ability of all the members of 
the committee and by setting forth some 
amusing fitiancial events, -has-~~ not 
touched at all the question which this 
committee was asked to consider. The 
committee was appointéd for the pur- 
pose of proposing to the town of Andover 
one of the most serious propositions 
that it can make, to the memory of 
those who gave what none of us gave, 
possess it, only because they gave their 
lives. Now we are not unmindful of 
the fact that a lot of boys marched 
down this street and to the railroad 
station, and across the water, and to 
heaven. They have got their mansion 
in the skies now, and we have got our 
lingering places here and we feel decent 
enough about it to try and propose 
something which we feel accords with 
what we think they deserve in our 
memory. 

We are not speaking in terms of how 
much it costs; we are speaking in terms 
that offer you something noble, some- 
thing worthy, something immortalizing, 
something that makes their town and 
our town a far better and finer place. 
We also offer vou enough to have you 
subtract from it all you can’t afford. 
We didn't propose to offer you some- 
thing which you would feel mean in 
doing. We could put up something in 
line with some of the horrors. that 
resulted as memorials of the Civil 
War, monuments on the streets from 
Sears Roebuck Company—they would 
deliver them now if the delivery was 
good —or you could have a fountain and 
a model of a gas,tank or a trench at 
every corner, in accordance with that 
wonderful artistic sense which has 
already flooded the country, but thank 
fortune the country is rising against it 
now. But these things would not mean 
the way in which we want to express 
our gratitude towards those who won the 
war. ‘There was no use in presenting 
something small to you, and no use in 
asking vou to do something which you 
could do in a minute. ‘There is nothing 
in the proposal what means this must be 
done today. It is something toward 
which we can look forward for time en- 
ough to do it, but the idea was to have 
some plan.to go somewhere on, for in- 
stance, towards giving this town a 
town hall where it will have room to be 
seen and where you will not) bump 
against it every time you come down 
town in an automobile.

Mr. Cole: ‘I know nothing about 
this Article and I know nothing about 
the previous Article, but let us think 
just a minute whether the attitude just 
now so forcibly expressed, is the atéi- 
tude the town wants to express toward 
the kind of development, the character 
of service, and the interest in the town 
of Andover that this gentleman evi- 
dences in his request that you shall 
take over the standards to carry the 
electric lights which he has put in at 
enormous costs. Mr. Wood has not 
asked me to speak for him, and he 
needs no defendant here, but I do know

There has gone out all over this town & 
communication about his request to 
build a bridge down there, which implies 
that he attempted to put something 
across on this town.

That is a cus- 
tomary method in legislation and I 
should think it could much beiter be 
done in this case than the procedure 
which Mr. Baldwin suggests. It might 
be possible that $11,000 or $12,000 
might be involved and that we would 
still approve. I wish the motion might 
be amended so that a referendum brings 
the whole project back to the town.” 

M,. Baldwin: ‘The sum of money to 
be appropriated may be $50,000 — or 
$60,000, and the town’s share has got 
to be paid within something like thirty 
days. The voters of the town have 
absolutely nothing to say about it, we 
have got to accept it and put it through, 
as I understood it. I certainly do not 
object to the voters passing upon this 
proposition if there is an opportunity to 
do so, but as the bill is drawn I think 
they do not have that privilege.”’ 

Mr. Cole: “‘It is just as easy to 
amend the bill in its proper way. The 
proper amendment protects the town 
by having it come back to the town for 
a referendum.” 

Moderator: “Have you an amend- 
ment to Mr. Baldwin's motion?” 

Mr. Cole: “I have not. I only spoke 
of that way of doing it, sothat the town’s 
interest may be properly protected. I 
am not interested in this bridge.” 

Moderator: ‘I may say that I have 
also..raised..with..the..town..counsel the 
question of the legislative attitude in 
this matter, the question presenting 
itself as to whethér the Legislature may 
impose upon the town of Andover a 
charge for a bridge without the town's 
being in any way a party to the trans- 
action. I fancied, and I was glad to be 
confirmed in this idea, that the real 
rights behind there are legislative rights. 
We are divisions of the Commonwealth, 
like the counties, and we are subject to 
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Sunday, and I don’t doubt they are]can then have an opportunity of telling} to lay this on the table, it would then be 


the Legislature; but as a matter of 
sound politics (I do not mean partisan 
politics, I mean sound governmental 
action) it seems to me doubtful if any 
Legislature would impose upon a town 
a burden of this kind without giving the 
town a chance to act. There are now 
two ways proposed, Mr. Baldwin’s and 
Mr. Cole’s. Mr. Cole’s desire is that it 
be amended so that no sum of money be 
assessed on the town without a referen- 
dum.” The following vote was passed: 


Voted—That the moderator ap- 
point a committee of seven, two of 
whom shall’be officers of the town— 
one a member of the Board of 
Selectmen, another a member of 
the Board of Public Works—with 
instructions to attend the hearing 
before the Committee on Roads 
and Bridges on March 9, and to 
request that Bill 845 be with- 
drawn, unless it is so amended as 
to provide for a referendum of its 
legislation to the voters of Ando- 
ver at a regular or special town 
meeting, fof approval and ratifi- 
cation. 


Mr. Traynor: ‘Under the head of new 
business would it not be well for this 
town to instruct its selectmen to find 
out what way they can better the condi- 
tion of the people going to and from the 
town in the way of car service going 
through the town? The selectmen have 
never done anything about this, and I 
stand here to challenge them on this 
point. One of the selectmen said he had 
ah appointment with the superintend- 
ent, but they have never bothered any 
further about it: They ought to think 
something of the citizens who go-to 
work. I don’t have to use the cars, but 
many do, I think there should be some- 
thing done about the street cars, and I 
move that the selectmen be instructed 
to communicate with the street railway 
company asking for better service for 
the town of Andover.”” Voted. 
Adjourned.
